1. Physucnan s practice is llmlted in that he shall not practlce medlcme in the
State of Arizona and is prohlblted from prescribing any.form of treatment mcludmg
prescription medications until Physician applies to the Board and receives permission to
do so. The Board may require any combination of staff approved essessments,
evaluations, treatments, examinations or' interviews it finds necessary to assist in
determining whether Physician is able to safely resume suchN practice.—

2. Physician may be aséessed the costs 'of the contractor’s fees for monitoring.

3. The Board r_etaih_s jurisdicti_oh and may ihitiate a separate diéciplinary action

based on the facts and circumstances that form the basis for this practice limitation or any

violation of this Consent Agreement / o
